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‘ The Christian Hospital. 


The. Christian Hospital is an organized expression. of prae- 
tieal Christianity. ,The Master, went about teaching, preach- 
ing and healing and has bidden us, go and do likewise. For 
all these years we have been neglecting this phase of the 
Master’s work, but we are now being aroused along this line. 
Southern Baptists now are operating several Christian hos- 
pitals. Mississippi now has one located at Jackson, and also 
has part interest in the Baptist Memorial Hospital located at 
Memphis, Tenn. The hospital at Jackson is a building with ten 
rooms, was a gift to the denomination from some of the lead- 
ing physicians of that city. It is under control of a board of 
Trustees, appointed by the Baptist State Convention. It cares 
for both charity and pay patients and is open for practice to 
all reputable physicians. During the past nine months this 
hospital has cared for 118 surgical patients and 62 medical 
patients. More than one-tenth of its work has been done 
free of charge. From the beginning the present building 
proved itself too small for the (lemands made upon it, and 
in view of this the State Convention pledged itself to a cam- 
paign for $50,000.00 for. the ereetion of a suitable building. 
This campaign is now on and we urge the membership of 
this Association te have a part in the undertaking. We urge 
the pastors to observe Hospital Day as arraigned by the Trus- 
tees: We further urge the W. M. U. and Sunday Schools to 
respond to the appeals made to them for funds for special 
rooms and beds. Brethren, this is a long neglected but very 
pressing matter, let us respond immediately.

The report on Prohibition was read-by A. F. Temple, spoken 
to by A. F Temple, F. R. Burney, and, on motion, adopted as 
follows: ? 

Prohibition in its true sense is one of the most momentous 
questions that confront our people today, because of its ef. 
feets upon the life and interest upon every walk of life. 
Socially morally and religiously aside from its effects upon 
the commercial world. The influence of the iniquitous or we 
might say the damnable liquor traffie is wrecking the lives of 
the fathers and sons and rending the heart strings of our 
Wives and mothers of our land! bringing them into subjee- 
tion, filling the asylums, jails, penitentiary and orphans’ 
homes. In face of these burning facts. how can we as Bap- 
tist people. who claim that w® have been saved by God’s 
grace, approve or even keep silent and not raise our voices 
Meainst such a beast that is roving about secking as a prey 
the manhood of our country, 
that we, as a people; abstain from the use in any form, and 
that we rise up and place our stigma upon the monster beast. 
Second—tThat we #s an Association memorialize congress to 
use every éffort possible to pass the bill now pending, prohib- 
iting the shipment of whiskey in any form into a dry terri- 
tory. Third—That a committee be appointed to present these 
resolutions to our members. in congress and United States 


Senate, and, also. to wait upon the governor of our State to 
put down the beer junks.

In no age of the world have the printing presses had the 
opportunity of filling the homes with reading matter as the 
present affords. We believe in reading, but good judgment 
should be seleeted in the selection of literature that is goihg 
to be' placed upon our tables, for some one is likely to sean 
the pages of the books and papers that enter our homes, and 
there is not a more potent factor im.character for ‘ming than 
that which the mind feeds upon. 

It has been said that one could judge: another by the com- 
pany that he keeps, however, this is not, always true, but if 
you examine the books that one reads you have a man as he 
really is. This be ing, true, pains should be taken to get the 
young specially to read that which. is good and holy, and 
above all things never to allow that which is trashy and de- 
grading to come over the threshold of our homes, for if you 
do you may expect in after years to see and appetite craving, 
such. The Bible should come first of all, and it should be read 
next to this should come our denominational papers, not be- 
cause we wapt to help our publication society, but to read. and 
all kinds of Baptist literature, if it is Baptist, is founded 
upon the Bible, and as a result must be good. We especially

Report on State Missions, 

Christ in commissioning His diseiples as recorded in the 
35th verse of the 4th Chapter of John, said: ‘‘ Lift up your 
eyes and look out on the field for they are white already into 
harvest."” In obediende to this command your committee 
would recommend, first: That every pastor of the Associa- 
tion inform himself thoroughly on the subject of State’ Mis- 
sions, in ordér that our people might be informed on this 
subject, and that their eyes may be opened to the needs here 
in our own State. We believe that the main reason that State . 
Missions have: been negleeted in this Association is because of 
the ignorance of the people on the subject. .The State Con- 
vention, of which you are a part, ordered the Board at the 
last meeting to lay. out its work on a $40 000.00 basis of which 
only about one-half of this amount has been paid. We ree- 
ommend second: That the delegates from the different 
ehurches be urged to put this cause before their respective 
churehes and see that this phase of the work is looked after 
more closely in the future.

Report on Home Missions. 


In recent years there has been a great and gratifying ad- 
fiseal year ending in May 1, 1913, is $412,000. So great and 
hee among Southern Baptists in Home Mission conviction,

a ving and results. In 1902 the receipts of our Home Board 
“Were $88,874; in 1912 they were $336,050, and the apportion- 


ment ordered by the Southern Baptist Convention for the 
present fiseal year ending May 1, 1913, is $412,000. So great

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and pressing are the needs that the board appropriated the 
whole $412,000, except $97, at its meeting in July. 

The results show a corresponding inerease during the same 
pediod. In 1902 the Board employed 674 missionary workers, 
who ‘reported 8,150 baptisms and’ total additions to .the 
churches of 17,201. They repo~ted 2°, churches cons«tuted 
and €74 Sunlay Schools organized. In 1912 the Buard em- 
ployed 1,309 missivnary workers, who report 26.5%! baptisms 
and total additions to the. churehes of 47,728. Six hundred 
and eighty-three churches were constituted and 754 Sunday 
schools were organized. Many of these workers were main- 
tained wholly by the Home Board, though a still larger num- 
ber worked in co-operation with other missionary organiza- 


tions. 
It is declared that the meeting of the Home Board iast July 
was the most representative it! has ever had. We learn that 


thirteen of the State Vice-Presidents were present and partic- 
ipated in making up the budget for the year, and planning 
the work. Evidently the, Vice-Presidents contributed mueh to 
the occasion and it was the enthusiastic conviction of those 
present that to supply the urgent demands for help that came 
up from all over the South the Board could not do less than 
it was empowered to do, and then put its faith in the breth- 
ren everywhere that they will come up to the help of this 
great cause, and raise every ‘dollar of the apportionment, re- 
membering that the work is not the work of the Home Board, 
but of the Baptist brethren throughout the South. 

The watchword of the Home Board is Forward! and it has 
planned a distinctly aggressive campaign for the present year. 
Besides the regular work steps forward were taken in two 
ways. , 

The first was in conformity to the instructions of the South- 
ern Baptist Convention that the Board at once should take 
steps to raise a $1,000,000 Church Building Loan Fund. It 
was decided to complete the raising of this fund within three 
years and to employ special, workers for this purpose at the 
earliest possible moment. There are: 3,000 or more houseless — 
Baptist churches in our territory. and in hundreds of these 
the establishment. of strong centers for Chriatl and His truth 


‘only awaits some aid in erecting church houses.

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The second large step taken was in response to repeated 
reports of the Board to the Southern Baptist Convention and 
repeated committee reports before that body calling for the 
Home Board to put forth larger e :0rts ‘to help in training and 
enlisting backward ehurches. This note, first sounded in re- 
cent years by the lamented Dr. F. H. Kerfoot, has become 
stronger and stronger, until how several of the State Boards 
have made requests of the Home Board for aid in this work. 
At its July meeting the board ordered the establishment of a 
Department of Enlistment: and Co-operation and provided for 
the eleetion of a special representative to labor in this de- 
partment. 

We believe that in this movement there are prospective 
blessings for Southern Baptists and their usefulness that are 
almost bevend our conception. It looks te “teaching them to 
observe all things’’ as Well as to saving and aptizing the con- 
verted. It ‘will provide for helping to train the churehes more - 
fully in all the ways of the Lord as well as enlisting them in 
larger giving, : 

Our Board is leading Southern Baptists in a worthy way ih 
the great and fundamental work of saving the South Your

Report on Foreign Missions. 

Of all the strange things under the sun, no phenomenon is 
more anomalous than an unmissionary Christianity. With a 
missionary God above us, a missionary, Bible before us, the 
blood of a missionary Christ upon us and His spirit within 
our hearts, a sacred missionary trust in our keeping, and the 
myriad voices of manifold missionary needs resounding in our 
ears, the Christian who ignores the ‘missionary obligation is 
guilty of disobedience to a Father, disloyalty to a Sovereign, 
ingratitude to a Saviour, dishonesty in administering toward 
his fellow man. 

Our Master wishes his followers to be consecrated world- 
lings as ‘‘the light of the world,’’ through whom he is to 
shine forth upon human life; the ‘‘salt of the earth’’ to pre- 
serve and season society; his ‘‘witnesses,’’ to display by lip 
and life the power of gis saving grace; ‘‘living epistles,” 
known and read of men; ‘‘ambassadors for Christ ’’ working 
under his great ‘commission ; ‘‘the good ‘seed,’’ wherewith this 
Divine planter would sow down his vast world-field. And 
God’s will is our weal in this’ matter. ‘‘There is that scat- 
tereth and yet inereaseth ; there is that ‘withholdeth. more than 
is meet but it tendeth to poverty.’’ ‘‘The light that shines 
farthest, shines brightest at home.’’ The-spirit of selfishness, 
narrowness, is fatal to Christian efficiency ; and he whose love 
ig not strength enough to Ampel him, when properly instructed, 
to prayer, effort and sacrifice, for the salvation of the whole 
lost world, will find that love too weak to be effective in work 
for God at home. , It is only those who conform to Christ ’s 
program who may confidently’ expect His blessing: ; 

In many gracius and marvelous ways has God shown His’ 
approval of the missionary enterprise. He heard and an- 
swered the prayers of his people for the opening of doors and 
hearts. He endowed the pioneers with holy heroism that they 
might by ‘‘endeavoring hardnéss’’ lay deep the foundation 
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of the work. He taught men the secret of quicker, easier, 
safer and cheaper communication with far distant places, 
making all the world one great neighborhood. He has laid 
his hand upon the hearts of the noble young men and women 
who are waiting and pleading to be sent. He has honored 
the efforts of his far-flung battle line in sending salvation to 
multitudes. And now in a manner magnificent to behold he 
is arousing His people throughout Christendom to the tremend- 
ous importance of the work. 

Never before in the progress of Foreign Missions have the 
opportunities been so great as now; but in every opportunity 
which confronts us there wrapped a corresponding peril. The 
wretched millions of the dark continent are open-hearted to 
the gospel, but Mohammedanism with its error and vice is 
vigorously overrunning the land. The nations of Eastern and 
Southern Asia standing at the forks of the road, with Christ. 
righteousness and salvation and rationalism falsehood, sensu- 
ality and utter ruin on the other. In many parts of Europe 
and Latin America the papacy is losing its hold: but. in leav- 
ing Rome many are abandoning all religion for infidelity, and 
situation is such as to demand immediate attention. Hence in 
both our pagan and papal fields we are manifestly confronting 
a crisis. . 

The past year has brought unparalleled blessings upon our 
efforts through our Foreign Mission Board. In gifts to the 
work, in-size of working foree, and in number of baptisms 
(43,000) all previous records are broken. The rate of increase 
in church membership was about 11 per cent—just twice the 
gratifying growth rate among our Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion churches at home. And in every department of the work, 
as well as in the spirituality, efficiency and generosity of the 
native Christians. encouraging development is reported. 

We have at present 342 churches and 605 out-stations, 233 
houses of worship. and a total membership of 25,000. There 
are 422 Sunday Schools, with 13,226 pupils. There are 175 
day schools, with 4,068 pupils: 29 boarding schools, with en- 
rollment of 1,592: 2 colleges, in which 118 students are en- 
rolled; 9 training schools, in’ which 312 women are being 
trained for Christian work, and 10 Theological schools, with 
245 students. Our 15 medical missionaries and five trained 
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nurses, with their seven hospitals and twelve dispensaries, 
treated 5,196 patients, of whom many were lead to Christ. 

Our four printing presses are sending out millions of pages 
of splendid Christian literature. 

‘Our Foreign Mission, fields at present are Africa, China, Italy, 
Japan, Mexico, Brazil and Argentina, and in connection with 
the last named mission our Board has recently opened work 
in Uruguay. In Africa the work is slow and hard, but the 
progress is steady and encouraging. In China we have a large 
and fast-inereasing membership and the Baptist day sees 
to be dawning. The problems in Japan are gradually being 
solved and the outlook is very bright. Our Italian work has 
been interrupted to some extent, but.is now moving smoothly 


forward. The Mexican war’ has interfered somewhat with 
the work, but the people are more and. more open to the Gos- 
pel as Bap.ists preach it. | In) Brazil and Argentina the ef- 


forts of-our brethren are meeting with glorious success. 

|The contributions for 1911-}2.were $580,408) a gain of 
$7 0,400 over the previous year. Of this amount 12 per cent 
was used for expenses at home:as follows: In Richmond, 5 
per cent; W. M. U., 1-per cent; interest. 2 1-2 per cent; State 
expenses, 3 1-2 per cent. This percentage of expenses is 
larger than the board wants'it to be: ‘ Our people can reduce 
it very much by sending their money all through the year, so 
as to save the interest accouit..» Let it also be remembered 
that a large per cent of the money used at home is expended 
in efforts to arouse our people.and increase contributions. 

The work has often been greatly’ ‘helped by bequests and 
annuities. More and more our people ought to remember the 
hoard in their wills. Pastors éan exert a blessed influence in 
this direction. _A still better way is to give money to the 
board on the annuity plan whereby the donor receives an in- 
come from the gift during his ite ‘ Write to the board for 
particulars 

Southern Baptist Convention aske 1d the churches to raise 
$618,000 for foreign missions this year. Every dollar of it is 
needed to meet past obligations. and ‘maintain the work on a 
hopeful basis. The convention apportioned this amount 
among the various states, and the amount asked each state is 
apportioned among the assoc iations. It is very important 
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that this association, either through its executive committee 
or a special committee, apportion the amount asked of it 
among the churches. 

One hundred ‘years ago Adoniram Judson and Luther Rice 
went to India as Congregational missionaries. By the study 
of the Bible they became Baptists. | This fact aroused the 
Baptists of America to undertake foreign missions in an or- 
ganized way.
